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CREDITS WTAL NEED 
OF ELECTR RALWAYS 


Washington, September 12.—Cred- 
it, which the federal electric rall- 
ways commission found to be vital- 
ly needed by the electric railways 
of the United States, can best be 
restored by regulatory bodies mak- 
ing the rates of return to the sys- 
tems more flexible, John H. Pardee, 
president of the Ameriean Electric 
Railway association, declared in a 
statement issued here tonight. 

“In the electric railway indus- 
try,” said Mr. Pardee, “as in every 
other business, economic law dic- 
tates that the price of the product 
must be based upon cost of produc- 
ing it. In the attempt to regulate 
the profits and the service of elec- 
tric railways this truth has been 
lost sight of and the operation of 
these carriers has been so hedged 
about with laws, ordinances, regu- 
lations and contract’ restrictions, 
that in the main their revenue has 
been. controlled by the dictum of 
commissions and other regulatory 
authorities, while their expenses 
have been controlled by economic 
law alone, and have mounted as 
expenses in all other business and 
among private’ individuals have 
mounted. ' 

“To restore electric railway cred- 
it Is essential that these artificial 
methods of fixing electric railway 
prices should be done away. with.’ 

The electric railway industry, Mr. 
Pardee asserted, needs immediately 
for extensions and betterments and 
for rehabilitation of properties 
which deteriorated during the war, 
between $300,000,000 and $400,000,- 
000 new capital. : 

Lower fares on the electric rail- 
ways can be brought about, Mr. 
Pardee said, by not permitting the 
systems to be weakened by the com- 
petition of jitney or city buses; by 
not compelling the systems to bear 
an undue burden of taxation and 
public charges, and by giving them 
freedom to put into operation every 
practical economy compatible with 
the public.

Pickford himself admits it had been 
a wild night.

the various kinds .of farm refuse, 
ecornstalks, corncobs, leaves, straw, 
and even waste paper. The gas thus 
far obtained from these sources has 
been found eminently adaptable for 
fieating and lighting and for run- 
ning small power plants; but unth 
a way can be found to compress 
or liquify it the prospect of manu- 


facturing it on a large scale for 
commercial usage as a gasoline sub- 


stitute is not at all roseate. 

So the immediate goal of the de- 
partment experimenters is to design 
and construct the most practicable 
and simple gas producing unit they 
ean contrive for the farmer, for 
his purely local tises, and to keep 
down his power costs by enabling 
him to use the waste products of 


his farm instead of having to buy 
gasoline at the present prohibitive 
prices. As yet, however, the cost 
of the straw gas per cubic foot has 
not been determined upon with any 
degree of accuracy. Fifty pounds 
sf straw, according to recent tests, 
produce about 300 cubic feet of the 
gas, an amount sufficient to drive 
a light roadster some fifteen miles. 
The process of gas distillation 
which are now being worked on at 
the department's experimental farm 
at Arlington, Va., was developed by 
George Harrison, the Canadian en- 
gineer, in 1914, in collaboration with 
Professor MacLaurin, of the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan, Saskatoon, 
anada. The university had a straw 
gas equipment on view at the ex- 
position of chemical industries in 
New York city two years ago, which 
was pyrchased and improved by the 
United States department of agri- 
eulture. which now has the work 
in the hands of David J. Price, en- 
gwineer in charge of the newly creat- 
ed “office of development work,” a 
subdivision of the chemistry bureau, 
with H. E. Roethe, Jr., in charge of 
the actual production tests with the 
apparatus set up at Arlington.

London, September 12.—The Brit- 
ish government hzs been forced to 
assume the offensive in the coal 
mining situation. It has issued its 
challenge to the miners, They must 
back down on their demands or they 
@vill be fought with every resource 
at the government’s command, 

Decision to force the issue was 
arrived at following the sensational 
disclosure of Robert Smillie’s at- 
tempt to bring about a simultaneous 
strike of American and British coal 
miners. While the government feels 
that Smillie’s proposal for an in- 
ternational understanding to be 
followed by joint action would not 
get far with American workmen, 
it was just this disclosure of Smil- 
lie’s program that brought. the 
fight out into the open and per- 
suaded the cabinet to offer no hore 
conciliatory suggestions. 

“The strike,” declared Sir Rob- 
ert Horne, minister of labor, “is 
inevitable.” 


The government is ready for the 
strike when it comes. It has 
been preparing for’‘months. Ar- 
rangements for dealing with trans- 
portation problems sure to arise, 
the movement of household sup- 
plies and necessities, have been 
made in advance. A national re- 
striction on the use of food, such 
as sugar, meat, bacon, flour and 
milk, will go into effect inime- 
diately the strike is declared.

MEXICO OIL RESERVOR 
OF WEST HEMISPHERE 


Washington, September 12.—Mexi- 
co promises to become the oil reser- 
voir of the western hemisphere, the 
department of commerce declared in 
a review of the petroleum industry 
in the southern republic. With in- 
creased consumption in the United 
States likely to exhaust producing 
fields in this country within 20 or 
25 years, Mexico, the statement said, 
“offers the most encouragement to 
the American oi] industry, both for 
present production and geographical 
situation.” 

Exhaustion of 40 per cent of the 
producing flelds of the United States, 
the department’s review ‘stated, has 
caused Mexico to take second place 
in oil production, although only 
about 12 per cent of the potentiai 
capacity of Mexican wells is being 
actually produced. 

Oil exports from Mexico during 
the first six months of 1920 totalled 
60,000,000 barrels, an increase of 72 
per cent over the previous year. At 
this rate total exports for the year

Development of the Mexican oil 
fields, however, is only in its infan- 
cy, the review states, adding that 
of the 231,250 square miles of terri- 
tory believed to contain oil deposits, 
not more than 800 square miles are 
tapes exploited.

The 
initial payment of $15,000 was made, 
and the deal was practically com- 
pleted during Mr. Dean’s visit. 

The work of converting the delta 
and bridge from a railroad transfer 
to an automobile highway will be 
carried on“by the state highway de- 
partment, and will be under the di- 
rect supervision of the engineer of 
the first district. A statement of 
the details of the project upon 
which the application for federal] 
aid is based was sent to the federal 
road officials in Atlanta on Tues- 
day of last week. At a recent con-

While in Portland, Oregon, I 
learned that in normal times 47 
per cent of the population were 
home-owning individuals. Since 
the economic outlook has become 
so ‘hazy but 12 per cent. now own 
their own homes: In Portland and 
Seattle, up to 1918, there were no 
such things as “slums.” People 
would read about conditions in Lon- 
don, New York, Paris and other 
great cities, and be thankful that 
they did not have to reside there. 
But now things are different. 

“Slums” are beginning to creep 
upon the Pacific slope. Before the 
people realize what has happened 
they will be pent up jn little nar- 
row quarters and obliged to live the 
life they have always dreaded even 
to think upon. 

Two years ago some residents of 
Seattle decided to buy some house- 
boats, and in that way escape taxes, 
For many years creek fishermen 
had resided thus in the northern 
parts of Puget sound, and this little 
wilful group of Seattlites -desides 
to do likewise. They built three lit- 
tle white houseboats and placed 
them in the canai connecting Lake 


Union with the sound. That was 
two years ago. 

Today there are 368 houseboats 
there.

creasing population live onthe wa- 
ter. They pay no land taxes, and 
are as comfortable as though they 
were on shore in the best of local- 
ities.
